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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 1/7/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive for the following reasons: 

The applicant asserts that Yuen does not disclose "a display object that includes 
multiple graphic visualizations for a process entity" (e.g. See Page 13 of the Remarks 
filed on 1/7/2009). The applicant then goes on to say, "In any case, none of the 
discussions in the Yuen publication, discloses a display object associated with a 
process entity that includes multiple graphic visualizations for that same process entity." 
(e.g. See page 14 of Remarks). This appears to be the applicant's only contention with 
the rejection formed using the Yuen et al. publication. 

In response, the examiner must respectfully disagree. Due to the applicant's 
overwhelmingly broad claim construction, the examiner believes that Yuen does in fact 
disclose more than one visualization for the same process entity. Applicant's attention is 
directed to Figure 6 which graphically depicts "CONVEYOR 1" as a textual folder in the 
system equipment hierarchy pane. Further, "CONVEYOR 1" is also graphically depicted 
as a compound object using rung ladder logic, in the pane listed as element 210. In 
addition, this very same entity is also graphically shown as yet another symbol in Figure 
8, element 660. Therefore, it can be clearly seen that there are at least three graphical 
depictions, or visualizations, of the process entity of "CONVEYOR 1 ". 

Therefore, since the examiner has refuted the applicant's only contention with 
respect to the outstanding Non Final office action, mailed on 10/7/2008, the rejections 
are once again applied herein and this action is made Final. 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 47-58 (invention II) are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Inventions I (previously presented claims 1-21 and 38-46) and II are related as 
subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The 
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subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not obvious 
variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as in a system that does not 
require the specific technical features required by invention II, specifically an edit 
canvas feature, a library feature, an editor module feature, etc. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 47-58 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 (maintained)

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-21 and 38-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Yuen et al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0033037 (e.g. 
See Figures 1-6 and 8 as well as their corresponding textual descriptions).
